'you be informed whether or not certain of these statements
pertaining to tax receipts and, school costs are correct, in
order that you might answer the numerous inquiries that
you are recelving from school patrons.

Accordingly, we have prepared the following Informative
data wh|ch we hope will answer these inquiries:

1. Q: Does the City of Torrance have an assessed valuation

of 27000000

A: Yes, According to the 1944 Taxpayers Guide, which Is
an official publleation of the County of Los Angeles and
which is available to all taxpayers, the City of Torrance
has an assessed valuation of $27,460,

2. Q: Is this assessed vdluation enurely wl(hln the Los An-

geles City School District?
A: No. The Assesséd valuation of thé City of Torrance is

proximately $600,000 in school taxes from the City of
Torrance?
A: No. This year it will receive $370,072.89 in tnxes far ele-
mentary, high $chéol, and junior, college purposes, (This “is
_based on the total Los Angeles City school tax rate of
$1.7085 per hundred dollars of assessed valuation applied to
the above-mentioned assessed valuation of $21,660,690.)
4. Q: Can this amount be used entirely for maintenance of
schools?
A: No. $55049.56 of .the total tax receipts’' must be used for
rincipal and interest payments on bond lssues: Withdrawal
?xum the Los Angeles District would have little, if any, ef-
fect upon this portion of the tax levy as the Torrance area
would continue to be obligated for payments on bohded in-

While the above ‘tabulation indicates that the Los& Angeles
District recelvés approximately'$67,000 (YOT $800,000) more
in taxes from the City of Torrance than s expended on Tor-
rance elementary and high schools, a portion of this amount
is set aside in a Special Acoumulative Bullding Fund for
post-war construction which a cafeteria for
Torrance High School. Furthermore, there have been no de-
ductions made for the education and transportation of phy-
sically handicapped pupils, the maintenance -of evening
school classes, and certain other speclal services which
would be impossible for a small district to provide.

The figures contained in this letter are based upon data
